A  PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS  the  hereinafter-described 
lands  in  the  State  of  Oregon  have  been 
found  by  the  Secretaries  of  Agriculture 
and  of  the  Interior  to  be  chiefly  valuable 
for  national-forest  purposes;  and 
WHEREAS  such  lands  are  within  the 
limitations  contained  in  the  act  of  Febru 
ary  2,  1922,  entitled  “An  act  authorizing 
the  adjustment  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
Deschutes  National  Forest,  in  the  State 
of  Oregon,  and  for  other  purposes”,  c 
46,  42  Stat.  362,  as  amended  by  the  act 
of  May  24,  1935,  c.  140,  49  Stat.  288;  and 
WHEREAS  it  appears  that  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  such  lands  to  the  Deschutes  Na¬ 
tional  Forest  would  be  in  the  public  in 
terest: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  FRANKLIN  D 
ROOSEVELT,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  afore¬ 
said  act  of  February  2,  1922,  as  amended 
do  proclaim  that  the  following-described 
lands  in  the  State  of  Oregon  are  hereby 
added  to,  and  reserved  as  a  part  of,  the 
Deschutes  National  Forest:

interfere  with  or  defeat,  legal  rights 
under  such  claim,  or  prevent  the  use  for 
such  public  purpose  of  lands  so  reserved, 
so  long  as  such  claim  is  legally  main¬ 
tained  or  such  reservation  remains  in 
force.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

Excusing  Federal  Employees  From  Duty 
of  December  24  and  31,  1938 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in 
me  as  President  of  the  United  States,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  as  follows: 

1.  The  several  Executive  departments, 
independent  establishments,  and  other 
governmental  agencies  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  including  the  Government 
Printing  Office  and  the  Navy  Yard  and 
Naval  Stations,  shall  be  closed  all  day  on 
Saturday,  December  24,  1938,  the  day 
preceding  Christmas  Day,  and  all  day  on 
Saturday,  December  31,  1938,  the  day 
preceding  New  Year’s  Day;  and  all  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  Federal  service  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  and  in  the  field  service 
of  the  Executive  departments,  inde¬ 
pendent  establishments,  and  other  agen¬ 
cies  of  the  Government,  except  those  who 
may  for  special  public  reasons  be  ex¬ 
cluded  from  the  provisions  of  this  order 
by  the  heads  of  their  respective  depart¬ 
ments,  establishments,  or  agencies,  or 
those  whose  absence  from  duty  would  be 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  exist¬ 
ing  law,  shall  be  excused  from  duty  on 
those  days. 

2.  This  order  shall  be  published  in  the 
Federal  Register.
